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Othe lie hid, and under ground. Little skill is requir d 
to know what the Former aim at; but there is need of 
more penetration, than falls to the ſhare of every 
Good Man, to dive into the intricate Counſels of the 
Latter. Were wicked Men fo ill advisꝰd as to diſplay 
the whole Scheme of their flagitious purpoſes at one 
view, none but ſuch as were equally Wicked with 
themſelves would come into it: in order therefore to 
draw in Men of better intentions, ſuch pernicious - 
Ends muſt be induſtriouſty kept out of their fight, - 
and they muſt be let into the mainSecret by leiſurely 
Steps, and inſenſible Degrees. Now whilſt Good Men 
are unhappily prevail d upon to go hand in hand 
with the. Wicked, and are not ſufficiently aware, 
Whither their Companions are bent, it is no wondet, 
that being thus Blinded, they are too eaſily led out of - 
the Way. And ny bop the more liable to bethus 
practisd upon by ſuch as lie in wait to deceive, be- 
cauſe their own Plainnefs and Integrity makes them 
unapt to ſuſpect others ofArtifice and Doubling; for 
anHoneſt Simplicity of acting by the rules of Upright- 


neſs, and an Happy Dexterity in finding out the wiles 
of theCrafty and Diſhoneſt, do not always go together; 


Good Men, when engag'd with Bad, are in our 8a- 
viors Language, like Sheep in the midſt of Molues; but 
few of em are able upon this Occaſion. to followour | 
Saviour's advice of being wiſe; as Serpents, and harmleſs - 
A Doves. And as for want of this neceſſary Wiſdom + 
they are too often over-reacht by thoſe who are well 
vers'd in all the Arts of Deluſion, ſo are they frequent- 
ly betray'd into the ſame fatal miſtakes by a miſplac'd 
Charity; which doth indeed of it ſelf diſpoſe them to 
think no evil, to believe all S2. to hope all things, but 
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is never obſerv'd to operate fo ſtrongly, even on God 
Men, as when they are to paſs a Judgment upon the 
Actions of thoſe, with whom they are engag'd in one 
common Cauſe. For the appellations of Honeſt 
Worthy, Nell printipled, do in the Language of thoſe 
who moſt uſe 'em, generally ſignifie no more than 
that the Perſons thus itiPd and diſtinguiſh'd do in the 
Political opinions they maintain, and the Civil Inter- 
eſts they eſpouſe, intirely agree with thoſe who thus 
denominate em; So evident is it, that a much lefs 
degree of Charity is neceſſary to make Men believe 
. and hope well of their Own party, than is requiſite to 
make em equally diſpos'd to judge favourably of O- 
thers. Anhearty Affection therefore to a Cauſe will 
go a great way towards miſleading even the Beſt Men 
in their Opinions concerning thoſe who joyn with 
them in the ſervice of it:for ſo far as any are well wiſh- 
ers to this Cauſe, they are adjudg'd ofcourſe to be truly 
Good Men; and if after this, there be any thing doubt- 
fat in their Carriage, it will be Conſtrued in the 
beſt Senſe for the ſake of that One Quality, which is 
lookt upon to be without doubt worthy of Praiſe. 
Wicked Men will take all poſſible care to hide their 
faults from the Perſonal knowledge of thoſe Good 
Men, by whom if they were better known the 
would be leſs truſted; the Notice therefore of theſe 
faults muſt come to em from the teſtimony of Others; 
which muſt be very ſtrong and convincing to per- 
ſuade Men of what they luve no mind to be per- 
fwaded. New whilft Good and Well meaning Men 
are under ſuch ſtrong prepoſſeſſions to think Well of 
their own party; whilſt all care poſſible is taken 
to keep em in the Dark, and whilſt they are willing

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enough to ſhut their Eyes againſt the Light, if ever 


it ſhould break in upon 'em, can it e ae be 
expected that thoſe-who are reſolvd to judge fo fa- 
vourably of the Perſons with whom they are linkt, 
ſhould: be over. ſuſpicious of their Deſigns ? is it not 
much rather to be fear*d,' that for want of a juſt Suſ- 
picion they ſhould be Unwillingly ſubſervient to em? 
Now when Good Men for lack of ſufficient fore- ſiglit 


have unawares made thoſe ſteps , which, when - 


[they give themſelves leave to reflect upon, they 
cannot hut think were falſe Ones, tho? they may 
perhaps have now and then a faint inclination 
to go back, they will find it very difficult to 
come to a ſteady teſolution of retreating: For in 
ſuch a caſe to recede is to confeſs that they were in 
the wrong; which is a greater degree of mortifica- 
tion than even the Beſt Men can readily ſubmit to. 
Thoſe Wicked Perſons who have by Falſe and Speci- 
ous pretences: prevail'd upon em to go. fo far, will 
fright em from all thou g a retreat. by the odious 
Names of eier and Deſertor; and thus having 
by Craft perſuaded *em to go one mile, they will by 
Force compel em to go. twarn. And they are now un- 
der: the ſtronger inducements to Proceed, becauſe 
by this Confederacy with Evil Men they have juſtly 
forfeited their Reputation with the Good; ſo that 
ſhould they be düpos d to leave their preſent Friends, 
they would have no gent reaſon to hope for an hear- 
ty reception from 'Thoſe, whom.they have. been at 
ſo much pains to make their Enemies. Having there- 
fore no encouragement to expect good quarter from 
the Oppoſite "Oe, they are neceſſarily determin'd 
to ſtay where they are: Nor are they here any long- 

er 
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er Welcome, than they are Uſeful; and muſt there- 
fore hope for Protection upon no other terms then 
an Unſhaken Fidelity to the Cauſe. When 

were at firſt entred into it, they might be allowd 
to judge for themſelves; but being now engage 
beyond retreat, they mult be intirely under the di- 
rection of their Leaders. Whilſt they were _ they. 
girded themſelves, and walkt whither they would; but 
vom they are Old, they ftretch forth their hands, and ub. 
ther girds them, and carries them whither they. would 
not. Thus are Good Men, whilſt they act in con- 


junction with Men of an Oppoſite character, carried 


on ſtep by ſtep to thoſe Extremes, which at their 
kirſt ſetting out they could not have thought it poſſi 

ble for em ever to have arrivd at. It was in their 
own power at firſt whether they would at all anite 
Sen es to the Aſſemblies of the Wicked; but when 
they are once got intothe Circle, they are ſo far enchan-- 
ted, that they cannot find their way out again: They 
might perhaps be fo Credulous as to hope that the 

Wicked, with whom they are join d, might be | 

made ſubſervient to Fheir Good purpoſes; but their (|
